COLLECTING 


Since I last wrote for the TEC News, I received an Award for the Articles. 
That award is greatly appreciated. Also, since the last article, my collec¬ 
tions have grown. A new one with the Lottery Collectors Society (LCS). This 
is another unique avenue of collecting. There are presently 34 states that 
have lotteries and put out numerous lottery items to be collected. I'm sure 
that a lot of you play your individual state lotteries and know about this 
first hand. There are approximately 4,000 different tickets available to be 
collected from these lotteries and the Society collectors. No money envolved 
at present except, orimarily the postage to ship tickets from collector to 
collector. It is a supreme challenge to any collector to attempt. I'll use 
abbreviations to let you know which states are involved: AK, AZ, CA, CO, CT, 
DEL, D.C., FL, ID, IL, IN, 10, KS, KY, HE, MD, MA, Ml, MN, MO, M T, NH, NJ, 
NY, OH, OR, PA, Rl, SD, VT, VA, WA, Wi, WVA, and PUERTO RICO. Several other 
states are starting legislation to initiate a lottery commission. It is a 
relative new hobby avenue and the Society was only started in 1988. Tickets 
have been around a long time in some states and have started to become one 
of the latest crazes. You can collect lottery tickets from around the world 
too! Such as: Belgium, Germany, Netherlands, New Zealand, Ireland, Spain, 
Austrailia, Hong Kong, India, Canada, and Russia. There are others but can't 
think of them at present. 

The collecting variables are: lottery associated items such as - pins, 
pens, machine tickets, change mats, over sized tickets, display information, 
letterhead, monograms, monogramed envelopes, posters, pamphlets or flyers, 
lottery games, etc. etc. And, of course the instant lottery tickets. 

The Lottery Collectors Society annual dues are nominal and a ticket catlog 
can be purchased to keep track of all tickets collected by individual state. 
The tickets depict historical scenes, sports, holidays, gambling, zodiacs, 
presidents, etc..etc.. Most are quite colorful and any collector would 
appreciate and enjoy collecting them. I've enjoyed it immensely. If you 
desire more information - write: GARRETTS', P.0.

Times-Picayune is the sole surviving general daily newspaper of 
New Orleans. The Times-Picayune established a specific section 
of the paper to cover the Persian Gulf War. A caption with its 
own vignette identified the section. An example of the war 
caption is at the top of this page. 

Gin and I both have been excited about showing support for the 
military. Our feelings led us to do an elongated coin that 
expressed our views. The coin is something we could present to 
others or easily send to the members of the military to show 
support and provide a remembrance or lucky piece. 

Spinning off the Times-Picayune vignette. I did two designs on 

Desert Storm and decided to do them both. After sending the 

artwork to Frank Brazzell for engraving I collaborated with 

him over the telephone into doing a third design incorporating 

the U.S. Flag. Frank then rearranged the art work even 

further and did two of his own coins, one on the Desert Shield 
theme! 

When the ground war lasted but 100 hours, a "Total Victory", "39 
Days Plus 100 Hours War" and "Proud To Be An American" coins 
naturally followed guickly. Not illustrated is a cartoon coin 
featuring an Iragi SCUD launcher. 

The coins are available at 5 different for $2.00 and 29 cent 
SASE. Or any 10 for $4.00 and 52 cents in stamps. If you'd 
like a larger guantity I will do 15 coins, mix or match for 
$5.00 and 75 cents in stamps: 50 coins, mix or match. for 
$16.00 postpaid; or $26.00 for a hundred coins, mix or match 
postpaid. I also can make any coin into a pin back (broach 
style) or military clutch back for $1.00 each - lust the thing 
for a coat or a baseball cap. 







A Mystery Solved 
By Allen Curtis TEC 1442 


In my collection there were four Lord's Prayer elongateds 
that I could not identify. They all have open rope borders. 
Furthermore, they are apparently all the work of the same 
engraver and/or roller. The identification markings on two of 
them are JB-9 and on the other two are JB-10. These elongateds 
are from Lincoln cents dated between 1987 and 1976. 

Therefore, when I purchased Angelo Eosato's Encyclopedia of 
the Modern Elongated . I was hopeful of being able to attribute 
my Lord's Prayer elongateds. Angelo has developed a code to 
identify each of the variant versions of the Lord's Prayer. I 
quickly determined that the two JB-9 identification markings are 
Code #1, but one has a start groove at the top border and the 
other does not. The JB-10 elongateds are Code #6 and Code #7. 
This information expedited the attribution process. They are 
MOT listed in Eosato's book! 

Momentarily, I was discouraged. Suddenly, I remembered, 
seeing two not yet attributed elongateds in my collection that 
had open rope borders. I soon found them both to be F.O.P. 

State Convention elongateds, one for the year 1976 and the other 
for 1977. A close examination showed the identication marking 
JAB on the former and JB-8 on the latter. The two elongateds 
were clearly the work of the same engraver and the 
identification markings linked them with my Lord's Prayer 
elongateds. 

The JAB identification marking was the key to solving the 
mystery of the background of all six of the open rope bordered 
elongateds. Among the rollers whose elongateds are listed by 
Eosato is Dr. Jack A. Belmar. There are four of Dr. Belmar's 
elongateds listed. They do not have identification markings. 

So, of course, none of mine is listed. Eosato did have this to 
say, among other things, about Dr. Belmar's elongateds: "As of 
this writing, three subsequent issues have been produced by Dr. 
Belmar: A Lord's Prayer, Girl Scouts of Savannah, and F.O.P. 
State Convention. ... Upon terminating his rollings, 
equipment and dies were sold to C. Gus Meccarello." 

All six of my elongated had come in a lot of 100 that I 
purchased from Gus. Thus, my elongateds are four subsequent 
issues of the Lord's Prayer and two issues of the F.O.P. State 
Convention by Dr. Belmar. Armed with this information I wrote a 
letter of inquiry to Gus. He replied as follows: "All of Dr. 
Jack Belmar's dies are closed. The amount he made is unknown.

The "Republic of China" elongated C.P.I.E.-22, page 35 of the Dottie 

Dow book seems to be one of the inexpensive oldies, due to large 

amount of visitors and number of elongates rolled. Today and back in 

always a far away place of mystery and intrigue, and people were drawn 
to the different, unknown cultures. 


The "Chinese Pavilion" was located on 16th street known as site #27 

and north of the Japanese Concession site #25 and northwest of the 
Bendix Lama Temple site #26. 


The Teakwood "Gate of Honor", before the Pavilion and the Chinese 

Garden is an example of the most elaborate workmanship put out bv the 
Chinese on these ceremonial arches. 

The Pavilion was full of Oriental art, and an unforgettable visit to a 
place of beauty. The main feature was the Jade Pagoda, 4 feet, 3 
inches tall. It’s one of the finest know examples of Chinese art and 
valued at $500,000.00; was a product of more than 16 years labor. 

Even the bells hanging from the curved roofs of the separate stories 
and the chains, which supported them were carved of solid jade. A 
number of other large jade pieces including the Flower Baskets and 
lamps carved to eggshell thickness, surround the Jade Pagoda. 

There was a Chinese theatre, with performances by the troupe of native 

artists and a Chinese restaurant featuring native dishes, dance music 
and floor shows by Chinese entertainers.

Storm almost over, (hopefully all over by the time you read this!) I had just finished my 

1991 dies for my winter fairs and was taking a break from loading the van when 1 sat done 

for a minute to watch some tv, That was the night we bombed Baghdad, Of course my new 

die ring had a PEACE sign on it! I had lots of requests for that design and finally got around 

to making a die. What timing,,.. Anyway, I went to the fair in West Palm Beach and after the 

first week 1 returned home to make the Desert Storm die ring. My son Shamus travels with 
rne at the fairs, so he ran the machine in my absence, To make a long story short, I did the 

four dies, designing two of them to be for hand enameling. One is a ribbon with 

SUPPORT OUR TROOPS, the other is a shield design with OPERATION DESERT 
STORM. Of course the ribbons were painted yellow and the shield in red, white, and blue 

What a job that hand enameling is, I made a bunch of them into pins which I sell for $4, and 

pairs of earrings which sell for $5. The hand enameling adds $1 to the cost of the coins.

Had to follow up with a problem I found with the clear 
acrylic sealer causing the paint and inks to bleed unless 
thoroughly dry! It isn’t always the case, but having tried 
and learned, I will pass on some additional hints. The 
paints and inks needs plenty of drying time: at least a 
few hours. A light misting with acrylic to firm up the inks 
and paint on the coin, allowing this to dry. Now a 
covercoat to seal seems to work the best. I tried a number 
of different brands of clear acrylic but the one I had 
least trouble with Krylon acrylic spray coating, #1303. 
It's fast drying and disturbs the inks and paints the

REMEMBERING "PEARL HARBOR" NUMISMATICALLY

Next year - December 7, 1991 - will mark the 50th anniversary of the 

Japanese attack^on Pearl Harbor and other military installations on 

Oahu. The U.S.S. Arizona Memorial near Ford Island in Pearl Harbor 

stands as a shrine to commemorate that holocaust. Once operated by 

the Navy and the Pearl Harbor Memorial Foundation it is part, of the 
National Park Service today. 


Until it came under the Jurisdiction of the National Park Service the 
only souvenir item available to the thousands of visitors to the U.S. 
S. Arizona Memorial was the elongated (rolled) cent made and sold for 
$.25 each by Leonard Schneider. The roller die pressed an image of 
the Arizona Memorial to one side of the cent when it was cranked 
through the roller. This operation ceased because it was prohibited 
by National Park Service regulations. In its place is an attractive 
medal on sale at the book store located in the pavilion the 
Memorial Park. One side shows the U.S.S. Arizone. The other side 
depicts the Memorial superimposed on a sinking ship and has the words 
Pearl Harbor 7 Dec. 1941. The medal is available in bronze ($6 00) 

silver plated ($6.00) and silver ($29.95). A set is on display on the 
counter by the cash register where it is sold. 

During the active operation of the roller several varieties of the 
Memorial were produced when worn out dies were replaced. Most of the 
varieties have to do with the number of birds flying arcund the flag 
of the Memorial. In my collection are the two, four, five, and six 
birds varieties. Along with the change in the number of birds were 
added the copyright symbol and plain trees to one side of the Memorial. 

One variety seems to have the tree on the Memorial itself while 
others show the palm trees growing on land (Ford Island). Of 
significance was the change in the number of new "entombed" from 1177 
to a revised 1102 on the elongated. The total number killed was 1177, 
but it was later discovered that 75 bodies were recovered and buried 
at the National Cemetery of the Pacific (Punchbowl). Hjw did I 
acquire the varieties’ I bought several elongated each time I took 
visiting friends from the mainland U.S. to the Memorial. 

Perusal of Hawaiian Money Standard Catalog (Donald Medcalf and Ronald 
Russell - 1978) reveals that quite a number of "Remember Pearl Harbor" 
realated medals were produced. The Honolulu Coin Club issued a wooden 
token in 1981 commemorating the 40th anniversary of "Pearl Harbor". A 
silver bar depicting the U.S.S. Arizona Memorial was issued by Dave 
Martin and is on sale at his Ala Moana Stamp and Coin Shoo.

What’s in store for the 50th anniversary next year? Both Coin World 

and Numismatic News had articles stating that the U.S. Congress was 

thinking of issuing a special medal to be presented to a military 

personnel who participated in the defense of Oahu on December 7, 1941. 

This may mean that a lot of agin Hawaii veterans may qualify b ecause 

the 298th and 299th Infantry Regiments of the Hawaii National Guards 

were already mobilized and on active duty on December 7, 1941, Also 

qualifying would be members of the "peace-time" (1940-41) Army drarts 

in Hawaii. This would include the original members of Quartermaster 

Battalion (Army Pert) who were mostly made up of Hawaii residence of 

the second draft (March 194!.) Until the Congressional action kvcomes 

a reality the closest thing to a "Pearl Harbor" medal would be the 

U.S. Army American Defense medal to which the above named group were 
eligible.
